The Russians are also unlike­ 
ly to repeat the mistakes made 
by Stalin and Khrushchev. Stal­ 
in's mistake was a posture so 
menacing that it pushed the 
West together into solid unity. 
Khrushchev's error was in bit­ 
ing off more than he could 
chew, so that he had to back 
away from his ultimatum to the 
West to get out of Berlin.

Caterpillars and worms are 
the larvae of moths, flies, and 
beetles. The insect eggs hatch 
and the larvae emerge. The 
cutworm,” he says, “is a hair­ 
less caterpillar which hides in 
the soil by day and emerges at 
night to bite off seedlings and 
young plants at ground level. 
They are most severe in damp 
periods. The corn earworm, 
tomato homworm, and codling 
moth l a r v a e in apples and 
pears, are the most common 
species operating above th e 
ground. Leaf miners tunnel be­ 
tween leaf surfaces to feed. Leaf 
rollers roll an entire leaf for 
their feeding ground, thus in­ 
suring privacy. Army w o r m s 
are able to strip retire fields. 
“Borers have been a serious 
threat here in recent years. 
The most damaging have bere 
the peach tree borer, carpen­ 
ter worm, corn borer, and iris 
borer. They tunnel into th e 
trunks and stalks of flowers, 
shrubs, and trees. They tend to 
prey on weakened plants and 
trees, and damage has been
